House Committee 
In Another Tax 
Gift of $75 Million 


Washington (LPA)—The tax- 
writing House Ways and Means 
Committee has just widened the 
tax loopholes for special interests 
to the tune of $75 million more’a:! 
year. 

The Administration had urged 
that the present 27% per cent 
depletion allowance for oil and gas 
wells be cut to 15 per cent; the 
sulphur allowance from 25 to 15 
per. cent; the 15 per cent allow- 
ance for non-metallic minerals to 
5.per cent. The Administration 
figured -this.. would bring in $200 
million to $400 million more per 
year in revenue, with more than 
three-fourths of it from gas and 
oil producers. 

The committee not only refused 
to go along and close the loopholes 
rit widened the loopholes. The 
27% per cent for oil and gas was 
not touched; the allowance for 
coal was doubled, from 5 per cent 
to 10 per cent, and 17 new mate- 
rials were made eligible for sim- 
ilar exemptions. 

The oil men, under their deple- 
tion allowance, can deduct 27% 
per cent of their income each 
year, forever, before they calculate 
their profits for tax purposes. That 
often comes to almost 50 per cent 
of net income, and either cuts 
their income tax terrifically or 
virtually wipes it out. 

The depletion allowance permits 
la corporation to deduct that per- 
centage each year, forever, from 
income, before the profit is figured 
|for tax purposes. The idea is that 
wells and mines are depleted, and 
finally are worked out. The oil 
jand gas men can recover their 
originai costs under the plan in 
less than four years. But they 
can go on taking that depletion 
allowance year after year. 

The House committee also voted 
to apply its 20 per cent. withhold- 
ing tax to co-op dividends and 
refunds, and killed all other pro- 
posals dealing with co-ops, mutual 
savings banks and building and 

loan associations,

$215 Million More 
Given Okay for 
Quick Write-Offs 


Washington (LPA)—The Defense 
Production Administration recent- 
ly has handed out $215,277,000 
more in tax favors for 98 indus- 
trial expansion projects, bringing 
the total to date to $4,797,000,000. 

These favors-are tax amortiza- 
!tion certificates which permit a 
corporation to write off in five 
years, instead of the usual 20 to 
25 years, the cost of a new plant. 
The corporation saves in taxes, 
and the ordinary taxpayers . pay 
the freight. 

Of the 98 new projects, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad got 13 cer- 
tificates to write off 80 per cent 
of more than $56-million worth 
of transportation facilities. The 
Aluminum Ore Co,, Bauxite, -Ark., 
got an OK to write off 80 per 
cent of $54 million worth of equip- 
ment; ‘Buckeye Cotton Coil Co., 
chemical pulp division, ‘Perry, -Fla., 
65 per cent of more than $21 mil- 
lion; Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
80 per cent of :about $16 million.

‘y Time to Drop MacArthur 


There comes a time in everything, when further effort 
to put over something that looked easy in the beginning 
but which did not work out that way, when it ceases to 
be a virtue to continue endlessly while getting nowhere. 


That seems to be pretty much the situation that is 
developing in connection with the controversy over re- 
lieving MacArthur. of his command in the Far East. 
There are a lot of people, who seem to think they know 
exactly what should be done-and what should not be 
done in Korea. They take the position that MacArthur 
knows best and should have been left on the job to run 
the war in Korea, as he thought best. 


But the record falls far short of proving that Mac- | 


Arthur’s judgment is reliable. He it was who seemed 
to think'he could stop the North Koreans in a few weeks 
with air power and a very few divisions, but that did 
not work out. He it was who thought he could wipe up 
on North Korea by Christmas without having the Chi- 
nese enter the war but again he was wrong. Now he 
thinks we could have our troops bomb Manchuria, 
which is part of China, and support and supply an in- 
vasion of South China by the troops of Chiang Kai Shek 
and seems over-anxious to gamble on Russia not being 
brought into the war by such action. Again he could 
be wrong, which would mean that we would then be in 
World War III, with little or no chance of getting any- 
where in a hurry, ‘despite MacArthur’s dream of win- 
ning the Korean war this way in jig time. The plan 
supported by Marshall and Truman looks much 
sounder. It is time to drop MacArthur. 


Labor Wants a Real Part 


Return of labor’s representatives to the enlarged 
wage and price control board that President Tru- 
man supported to get labor back imto the setup that 
is trying to regulate wages and prices during the present 
emergency, is a renewed effort to get that board to really 
function. Till now it has been pretty much of a farce. 


The former plan was to give labor, management and 
the public a third share each in the direction of this 
board, but the committee members of management and 
the public ganged up against the three labor repre- 
sentatives in such a one-sided anti-labor program that 
the three labor members walked out and quit on the 
ground that it would be futile for them to try to get any 
further consideration from that setup. 

Evidently it was realized that little headway could 
be made unless labor should be represented as it was in 
previous wars. A new and enlarged committee has now 
been set up to replace the old one. Labor has accepted 
the new plan and will try again to help the new control 
committee to achieve results. . 

Unless labor can be a real part of the control com- 
mittee and have a fair share of the say in regard to what 
is to be done on matters that vitally affect labor, it would 
indeed be a waste of time for labor to have representa- 
tives at all on such a committee. Let us hope the new 
setup works better than the old one did. 


4 Why So Slow to Act? 


It will now soon be a year since the Korean war 
started and with it started one of the worst periods of 
price jumping that our country has ever experienced. 
We have had any amount of talk about establishing price 
controls. During last year there was much talk of roll- 
backs in prices to the levels that prevailed June 25, 1950. 
But when the wage and price stabilization board was 
finally set up everybody seemed to forget about institut- 
ing any roll backs, especially the stabilization board 
itself. 

Occasionally this board issues an order with 
reference to establishing some sort of control over prices 
but instead of stopping further increases in retail prices 
and rolling back others the tendency thus far seems to 
have been to just let prices go higher and higher. If a 
reduction is announced there seems always to arise some 
element under which the reduced price does not apply 
to the retail customer, at least, not yet. 

Naturally a lot of people are beginning to wonder 


why our stabilization board is so slow about actually 


establishing some semblance of price control on life’s 
necessities. People are awaiting action and results in- 
stead of eternal stalling. It may be a tough job the 
stabilization board has to perform but that is what that 
board was.created to do. Why don’t these price con- 
trallers get down to business and do their job? They talk

Mere possession of a social secu- 
jrity card does not mean that a 
{person is automatically insured 
under Féderal Old Age and Sur- 
‘vivors Insurance. 


| It is also necessary that a per- 
son must work a certain period on 
jobs covered by social security be- 
,fore he can draw retirement pay- 
ments at age 65 or before surviv- 
ors’ payments can be made to his 
| family in event of his death. When 
| you have worked at least this mine 
‘imum time, we say you are “in- 
sured” under Social Security. 

How long is this time you must 
work to be insured? Well, there’s 
no single easy answer to this ques- 
tion. It varies from one and one- 
half years to ten years, depending 
{upon when the worker reaches 65 
or dies. 

Right. now anybody who's al- 
| ready 65 is insured if he’s worked 
a total of approximately one and 
one-half years under Social Secu- 
rity at any time since the first of 
1937. Also, one and one-half years 
work is all that’s required for any- 
one who reaches 65 or dies before 
the middle of 1954. 

The amount of work required to 
be “fully insured” increases grad- 
ually for persons who reach 65 or 
die after June 30, 1954. Eventually, 
for workers now under 45, the 
maximum reaches a total of ten 
years required work. 

(In the next article I'll tell you 
how we figure required wage 
credits on a calendar quarter

Big Biz Lies on — 


‘TooHigh’Wages 


(This is the third in a series of articles entitled “Your Economics 
and Mine,” dealing with vital economic discussions of the day. The series 
is prepared and distributed by the California State Federation of Labor.) 
_ With inflation a living, desperate problem for millions of 
American wage earners, the statisticians of Big Business con- 
tinue to sell their worn and shabby charge that the working 
people are advancing financially at the expense of commerce 
and the national well being. 

While defending the excess profits 
of industry with uncommon zeal, 
the business’ propagandists tell and 
retell the fable of excessive earn- 
ing powers for the edification of a 
pliant press and a confused public. 

The Big Business fallicies will 
not stand inspection. A roll call of 
major wage arguments follows: 

Fallacy No. 1—“The American 
wage earner takes an ever-increas- 
ing share of the national income.” 

ANSWER: Actual statistics show 
that historically the percentage of 
the national income going to com- 
pensation of employees has re- 
mained quite stable and has fluctu- 
ated only in brief periods of ex- 
treme prosperity and depression. 
Just before the crash of 1929, the 
percentage of the total private na- 
tional income going to employees 
was 56%; in 1940, 60%; in 1944, 


unskilled worker, while by 1947 the 
difference had shrunk to merely 
one-half. In the Far West, the pic- 
ture is a similar one: in 1907 the 
skilled worker averaged 85% more; 
in 1947 only 45% more than the 
unskilled worker. The trend is con- 
tinuing. 

Fallacy No. 4—“During inflation- | 
ary periods the mass purchasing 
power of the low income group is 
responsible for rising prices.” 

ANSWER: This is the standard 
chant of those who would reduce 
wages and increase the already 
staggering inequality of incomes in 
the American economy. A study of 
the Federal Reserve Board in 1949 
showed that the 20 per cent of all 
American families with the highest 
incomes were responsible for 41 per 
zent of all expenditures on durable 
consumer goods (for instance, re-
